EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 


SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 

(b)(1) (A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign 

policy and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order; 

(b)(2) related solely to the internal personnel rules and practices of an agency; 

(b)(3) specifically exempted from disclosure by statute (other than section 552b of this title), provided that such statute (A) requires that the 

matters be withheld from the public in such a manner as to leave no discretion on issue, or (B) establishes particular criteria for withholding 
or refers to particular types of matters to be withheld;

private institution which furnished information on a confidential basis, and, in the case of record or information compiled by a criminal law 
enforcement authority in the course of a criminal investigation, or by an agency conducting a lawful national security intelligence 
investigation, information furnished by a confidential source, (E ) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual; 

(b)(8) contained in or related to examination, operating, or condition reports prepared by, on behalf of or for the use of an agency responsible for 
the regulation or supervision of financial institutions; or 

(b)(9) geological and geophysical information and data, including maps, concerning wells.

Amerika the Unbeautiful 





T he screening by ABC of a tele¬ 
vision show that depicts what 
life would be like under Soviet 
occupation has evoked primal 
shrieks of indignation, of 
which an essay in The New York 
Times by John E. Mack is representa¬ 
tive Mr Mack isId^ilfled as (brace 
yourself) ‘‘academic director of the 
Center for Psychologi¬ 
es Studies m the Nu¬ 
clear Age, which IS 
connected with the de¬ 
partment of psychia¬ 
try, an affiliate of the 
Harvard Medical 
School at Cambndge 
Hospital ” Mr Mack 
objects to “Amerika” 
on the grounds that it 
induces fear and loathing of Russia by 
Americans 

Now that introduces the first — 
and foremost misunderstanding, 
known m logic as the “fallacy of divi¬ 
sion ” Although all Soviets are Rus¬ 
sians, it does not follow that all Rus¬ 
sians are Soviets. For convenience, 
we here designate “Soviets” as wiU- 
mg instruments of Soviet policies. 
These pobcies are best summarized 
as the maintenance of a totalitarian 
state at home, with the ambition to ex¬ 
tend totalitarian control abroad. It 
does not follow that fear and loathing 
of the Soviets as here distinguished, is 
the same thing as fear and loathmg of 
the Russian people The former are 
people like Stalin. Andropov and Gor¬ 
bachev The latter arc people bke Bar¬ 
yshnikov, Rostropovich and Solzhen¬ 
itsyn 

It is perhaps easier to focus on 
this distinction if we remmd ourselves 
that the principal victims of the So¬ 
viets are Russians. The population of 
the Gulag Archipelago, which reached 
about 12 million at its peak, was over¬ 
whelmingly Russian (“Russian” here

defined as people who reside within 
the borders of the Union of Soviet So- 
ciaUst Repubbes, never mind whether 
the U S S R. has claim to such as Lat¬ 
via, Estonia, Lithuania, or, for that 
matter, the Ukraine). , 

Mr. Mack complains that the 
creators of “Amenka,** in that they 
depict raping and kilbng and massa¬ 
cre. are mdulging “in famibar Rus- 
sian-Nazi stereotypes,” and that the 
“most malignant” of these “is the 
idea that the Kremlin's purpose is to 
crush all independent thinkmg and 
bring about the ‘final solution to the 
Amencan problem ”' 

Well, yes, actually. 

What is a “stereotyped" front-line 
Soviet agent'^ We received reports 
from the Afghan front a few months 
ago that the latest ploy of the Soviet 
army there was to i^ant explosives in 
children’s toys and drop them m cen¬ 
ters of resistance — to take care, so to 
speak, of mcipient juvemle delin¬ 
quents That would strike this observ¬ 
er as at the very least a venture m dis¬ 
couraging mdependent thmkmg. Now 
who gave those instructions? A Soviet 
stereotype? Or a flesb-and-blood So¬ 
viet general, working under the tight 
command structure — that is. work¬ 
ing for the Kremlin? 

And if a “final ioluUon” to the 
problem of America is not an ambition 
of the command structure of the So¬ 
viet state why do the Soviets squat 
there with 12,000 nuclear missiles'^ 
One nuclear missile would be quite 
enough to deal with the producers of 
“Amenka.” Mr. Mack quotes George 
Kennan as saying that the Soviet lead¬ 
ership (as Mack puts it) “does not 
wish, intend or have the capability to 
occupy the United States.” That is a 
24'karat half-truth. 


The Soviet l/mon’s lack of desire 
to “occupy the Umted States” is ix-' 
clusively an aspect of its incapacity td 
occupy the United States. But it does 
desire to dommate American policy, 
and to do this by an admixture of 
strength and intimidation. If the day 
should come when that were to hap¬ 
pen, there would be a prevalence of 
the Soviet will over U S. pobey; yes, 
the sateUization of the United States. 
Say it can’t happen, but do not ever 
say It is not willed by Soviet leader¬ 
ship. ^ 

As the logic of the wheel is to turn, 
so the logic of Soviet policy is to re¬ 
duce the United States to satellite sta¬ 
tus. And if that were to happen, life m 
the Umted States would be prett/ 
much as depicted m “Amenka.” nev¬ 
er mmd that the agents of repression 
would be predominantly Amencan, 
not Cuban. There are less than 20,000 
Soviets m Cuba, but no political pris¬ 
oner rotting in the Isle of Pines cares 
much for the racial pedigree of his o^ 
pressors. . 

Mr. Mack reports that a Soviet 
“joumabst” (that’s the equivalent of 
referrmg to a “Department of 
fense journalist”), shown a preview of 
ABC’s “Amerika” in Lmcoln, Neb., 
wrote about it in “a Moscow newspa¬ 
per.” What he wrote was, “Feeling 
hurt and hateful, I silently cried in Use 
bushed cmema.” The Soviet joumas- 
ist, if he cned m the hushed cinema 
did so either a) because he was told by \ 
the KGB to cry; or b) because he saw, • 
re-enacted, the barbanties routinely 
committed by the regime he bves u»> 
der About this, we should all cryi 
while keeping our powder dry. Te 
make certain we won’t ever have the 
same thiMs here to cry about.
